Recycling Bins Returning 
To Grayling Township Site 


By Irene Pettyjohn 

Recycling bins are being retumed to 
the Grayling Township Transfer Sta- 
tion on North Down River Road, at 
least on a limited basis. 

Crawford/Otsego Landfill executive 
director John Miller said the county’s 
recycling center will be placing the 
bins at the transfer station two days 
each month to enable residents the 
opportunity to continue theirrecycling 
efforts. A recycling center employee 
will be on site two Saturdays a month, 
between 8 a.m. and 1 p.m., to super- 
vise use of the bins and ensure that 
past abuses are not repeated. These 
Saturdays are: August 10 & 24, Sep- 
tember 14 & 28, October 12 & 26, 
November 9 & 23, and December 14 
& 28. 

“At least peopie who want to re- 
cycle will be able to do so,” said Miller. 

The only acceptable recycling items 
are metals, corrugated cardboard, 
newsprint, and plastic jugs. All unac- 
ceptable items will be refused. 

“We'll be running the program for 
the rest of this year and then see how 
things go,” said Miller. “It’s too bad 
the bins had to be removed in the first 
place,” he continued. “A lot of good 
people used the bins as they were in- 
tended, but misuse by others made it 


necessary for the township authorities 
to have the bins removed.” 

Miller said Gaylord was having the 
same problem at the Gaylord Oppor- 
tunity Center. 

“People were leaving everything 
from mattresses to refrigerators,” he 
explained. Like Grayling, Gaylord’s 
recycling bins will be open only two 
days a month. A recycling center 
employee also be will be present to 
check all drop-offs. Miller said there 
is some talk that Gaylord may begin 
charging an annual $25 surtax for 
recycling. 

“T would not like to see that hap- 
pen,” Miller said. “Twenty-five dol- 
lars doesn’t sound like much, but to- 
gether with other taxes and charges 
people have to pay, itadds up. The an- 
swer,” he continued, “is to get people 
to clean-up their act, then there 
wouldn’t be any need for this added 
cost.” 


The Crawford/Otsego Landfill is one 
of only a few landfilis in northern 
Michigan still offering recycling serv- 
ices. Miller said Emmet County has 
phased out all recycling and Char- 
levoix and Kalkaska are phasing out 
their programs. 


“There is one recycling center in 
Traverse City and it doesn’t do 25% of 
the recycling we do,” said Miller. 
““Many counties do not know what to 
do with the recycled materials after 
they collect it.” A few counties bring 
their recycled items to the Crawford/ 
Otsego Recycling Center. The center 
charges $2.50 per yard for out-of- 
county recycled trash. There is no 
charge for in-county recycled trash. 


Miller summed up the problems as- 
sociated with the recycling effort by 
telling the story of a gentleman who 
stopped him one day to tell Miller how 
much he had come to appreciate recy- 
cling. 

“It’sreally saved mealotofmoney,” 
the man said. “I recycle so much I was 
even able to cancel my curbside serv- 
ice.” The man went on to tell Miller 
that after he sorted all his recyclable 
items he only had one bag of throw- 
away garbage left each week. 

“What do you do with that bag?” 
Miller asked the man. 

“Oh, I just throw it in the same 
container with my recyclables,” he 
said. 

Miller paused. “And there you have 
it,” he said. “The man really thought 
he was doing a good job.”

Ohio Armored Cavalry Training Here 


The 107th Armored Cavalry 
Regiment, of the Ohio Army National 
Guard, are at Camp Grayling for two 
weeks of annual training, The 107this 
commanded by Colonel Mark V.Ryan. 
Including personne! and troops from 
each of its four squadrons, the 
Regiment numbers 2,346 soldiers in 
Grayling. A similar number of the 
Regiment’s total strength of 4,500 
soldicrs, are training at other 
installations, including Gowen Ficld, 
Idaho, 


Headquartered in Cleveland, Ohio, 
the 107th Armored Cavalry Regiment 
hassquadrons based in Bluefield, West 
Virginia, as well as the Akron-Canton 


areas of Ohio. Other elements of the 
Ohio National Guard are present to 
support training. 

Ohio Governor George Voinovich 
described the Armored Cavalry 
Regiment as unique. In a letter to 
President Bush, he stated, “They are 
the only Army combat units below 
division level which contain armor, 
artillery, combat aviation, and 
logistical support ina single package. 
The 107th ACR is equipped with the 
same moder weapons systemsas their 
active component counterparts, 
including the M1 tank and the TOW 
missile Cobra attack helicopter. They 
are the ‘point of the sword’ for the 
corps commander,” 


Unit training during the first ten 
days of their two-week encampment 
will include practice field exerciscs in 
which each unit will act as both the 
friendly and enemy forces. MILES 
equipment, with low-powered lasers, 
enable the soldiers to engage and 
“shoot” the opposing forces without 
using live ammunition. Each unit also 
has an appointed environmental 
protection officer toensure compliance 
with all state and local regulations on 
trash disposal and other environmental 
concems, 

The 107th ACR “owns” the M1 
main battle tanks that arrived in 
Grayling in the spring of 1990, the 
same type of tanks that successfully 


defeated thousands of enemy tanks in 
the Persian Gulf War. These tanks are 
housed and maintained by Grayling 
area personnel at the Mobilization and 
Training Equipment Site on North 
Down River Road. The jobs of many 
of the M.A.T.E.S. personnel depend 
upon the continued existence of. the 
107th ACR and the need to maintain 
its combat cquipment. 


Most of the field training will be 
completed by August 6, when soldiers 
will return to main camp, to relax for 
a day, and to complete other tasks 


needed before returning home on . 


August 10.

its members a $23,200 pay increase. 

Isn't the work of a 
J senaior worth as much as the work of 
fa member of the federal House of 
Representatives? Of course it is. 
And don’t House members now 
gather in $125,100 a year in 
| comparison with the senators’ measly 
| $101,900 a year? Sure they do. 

Is that fair? Of course not. In

pay hike was inevitable. There was 

I no way the senators would permit 

long-range the so-calicd lower house 

I to be paid more than the so-called 


upper chamber. 

So they had to give up outside 
honoraria. Big deal. That was another 
change that was coming, sooner or 
later. ‘The public mania for campaign 
reform made that change certain. It 
made sense for the senators to get 
something back if they had to give up 
something. 

The vote was 53-45, which was 
close as most senate votes go, 

But this one was wired going in, 
Votes were counted carefully in 
advance. Pro-pay hikers made certain 
there were enough “yes” votes to pass. 
In addition, they made sure there was 
@ majority in each party voting for 
higher pay; that way Democrats 
couldn’t accuse Republicans of a raid 
on the treasury, and vice versa, 

The pay hike certainly will be a part 
of the 1992 Senate campaign, when 
one-third of the Senate faces election. 
But only eight members expected to 
run for reelection in 1992 voted for 
more money. By the time most of the 
pro-pay raise senators face the voters 
again, this year’s vote will be ancient 
history,

SEN. ROBERT BYRD of West 
Virginia, former Democratic Senate 
leader and one of the chief architects 
of the pay raise drama, used the 
cobwebbed comparison of govemment 
with private business, emphasizing the 
important role of the lawmaker. 

“This .. . is the most important 
board of directors of any business in 
the world,” Mr. Byrd proclaimed, in 
arguing for higher salaries. 

The same analogy is onc of the 


favorites of pay raise advocates in 
the state legislature and other 
legislative bodies, too. 

But does the shoe fit? 

For example, could any business 
survive with a “board of directors” 
of 100 Senate members plus asecond 


board ofanother435 House member | 


directors, all of whom are full-time 
policy makers with large and 


talented staffsattheir beck andcall? | 
Could any business prosper when | 


a good portion of the “board of 
directors” (more than half, in the 
case of Congress), opposed the 
sclection of the company’s 


management —thatis,the President | 


and his administration — and is 
philosophically committed to try to 
get rid of them at the next general 
election? 

Almost coincidentally with the 
Senate pay hike appeared the news 
that the federal budget deficit for 
next year is expected to be $348.5 
biltion — by far the largest in the 
nation’s history; the national debtis 
ten times that large.

the clarion cry of Fundamentalists was 
“Expound and expose.” One definition 
quoted by Lawrence said, “historic 
fundamentalism is the literal 
exposiuion of all the affirmations and 
attitudes of the Bible and the militant 
exposure of all non-Biblical 
affirmations and attitudes.” (The Bible 
Says it best, “Preach the word; be 
instant in season, out of season; 
reprove, rebuke, exhort with all 
longsuffering and doctrine.” (2 Tim. 
4:2). 


Lawrence indicated that 
Fundamentalists may be 
“underprivileged or marginalized” by 
the enlightened, secular elite who seek 
to rule “a homogeneous global 
community.” The sharpest ideological 
litmus test of Christian 
fundamentalism according to 
Lawrence is Bible creationism as 
opposed to evolution. Other moral 
issucs include opposition to abortion, 
euthanasia, suicide, sex perversion, 
pomography, alcohol and drug abuse, 
communism, vandalism, violence, etc.

Feels that if the Road Commission is unhappy 
with the setting of tanks and fuel pumps from 1) 
& W Mechanical and Central Michigan Electric 
it should have been noted in the Construction 
manual issued by D. Basil of R. S. Scott & 
Associates to state particular pcople todo certain 
aspects of the contract and considers the architect 
and the Electnc company partially responsible. 
He noted that on the drawings it stated actual 
part numbers for certain parts needed which 
was prepared by Larry Monigold of Bay Shore 
Engineering. 

Terry Dudley, S & W Mechanical synupsis: 
Worked off the drawing specifications due to 
the fact that nothing was mentioned in the 
Construction Manual and feels his company has 
done what was required. As progress continued 
he stated that plans were changed with the 
previous Engineer-Manager somewhat but had 
not written verifications with him to show. 
Feels that errors were madcan the specifications 
and inspection of tanks. Asked Mr. Young what 
else is needed in his view and will work out the 
fill ube problem soon. Mr. Young stated suction 
lines are needed to the tanks, need syphon 
valves, vent pipes are sloped away from the 
tanks which could be due to frost in winter, and 
would like the regular gas tank to be able to be 
monitored by stick manually. 

Rick Klumph, Central Michigan [‘lectric, 
Inc., synopsis: Asked if the Road Commission 
has a list of ali infractions noted when the tanks 
Northem Tank has the list. Mr. 
Klumph mentioned that he had called the 
company for help for installation and the lack of 


m parts but received liule help. It was found out 
m that the company had sold the equipment to 
m Goodin & Bigelow but had purchased it from J. 
i Daniel Ruppert. He contacted the Ruppert 


Company but still had little correspondence or 


f telephone help. At one point he was told to 
m install one conduit then re-instructed he was to 
m have down three conduiis which they failed to 


send to him. Mr. Keir put the project on hold for 


4 while until the Board decided on which key 


system to purchase. Inquired of Mr. Young as 
to the cost breakdown of the repairs and that he 
guarantees his work. 

Engineer-Manager Young and Commissioner 
Chapp: Cost is unsure at this point in time. So 
far approximately 33 yards of contaminated soil 
has been taken to Cedar Ridge Recycling Center 
in Charlevoix at a cost of about $900.00, will 
need permanent monitoring wells for an 
unlimited amount of time to check for further 
contamination of soiland ground water. Cost of 
materials is unknown as there arc galvanized 
water lines installed instead of fuel grade, no 
anti syphon valves, over fill protection needed, 
positive shut offs, fill tube changes, alsoeven if 
this qualifies under the MUSTFA the Road 
Commission has to pay the first $10,000. 

End Result: Gordon Mead, Terry Dudley, 
and Rick Klumph felt they should have been 
contacted as soon as the fuel leak was discovered 
and that thetanks should nothave been removed 
until they could inspect for themselves if anyone 
was in error of installation. Mr. Young and 
Commissioner Chapp were asked exactly what 
they expected. They stated that they want the 
system brought up to code, as of the date of 
installation and a total clean up at no cosl to the 
Road Commission. The Road Commission will 
update the fuel system to code as of the changes
